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How Morrow Air Recommendations Affect the Navy

"DHERE is nothing in the recommendations of the Morrow Board that advo- 
| cates any change in the naval organization or any change in the general 
policies which govern its administration. No legislation is recommended that 
is not in accord with naval precedent. : . ; 

In the recommendations it is recognized that the naval air force is an integral 
part of the fleet the same as destroyers and submarines operating under a unity 
of command, and that the personnel of the air force is an integral part of the 
personnel of the line of the Navy, and that an officer who qualifies as an aviator 
must also qualify in duties of the line at sea if he would exercise high command 
in the fleet. é 

On the other hand, it is recognized that aviation is a new force in naval 
warfare, and, notwithstanding the conflict of opinion as to its value, every 
effort should be made and every encouragement given to more rapidly develop 
its full capabilities. ; 

In the evidence before the board it is shown that the Navy high command 
has, from the beginning, emphasized the importance of aviation by the early 
advocacy of air plane carriers, the development of the seaplane, the placing 
of aircraft on battleships and cruisers, and the development of the catapult, 
thereby greatly increasing the facilities with which planes can operate at sea. 
It is also shown by the relatively large percentage of the naval appropriation 
allotted to aviation. There is no criticism to be found with aviation materiel, 
and nothing but praise for the personnel engaged in aviation and the naval 
air force is found to be not inferior to that of any other navy but in some 
respects well in advance. 

There is, however, found to be a certain amount of unrest and dissatisfac- 


tion amongst the aviation personnel. This was primarily due to a fear that 
their devotion to aviation has prejudiced their chances for promotion. With 
this fear came doubts as to their future status in the service and as to the 
question of flight pay and other questions of minor importance. The Navy 


Department has for some time been endeavoring to remedy this situation. 
It will be seen that practically all recommendations of the board pertain to 


the aviation personnel, and are made with the view of eliminating any just 
cause for dissatisfaction. In this effort it was felt that a very liberal attitude 
should be assumed toward the claims of the actual flying men who have devoted 
their special talents to this new arm of the service, and every reasonable con- 
cession should be made to meet such views as would insure a satisfactory status 
for their future without undue discrimination against other officers of the 
service, 

_ The recommendation to appoint an additional Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy was nct to affect any change in the administration of the Navy or to affect 
the present status of the Bureau of Aeronautics, but rather to consider the 
development of aviation in its broader aspects, the aid that may be given toward 
building up an air industry and an air reserve, the more effectual cooperation 


with other departments of the Government having to deal with aviation, in 
determining policies that would lead to harmony of action and effect economies 
i purchasing, experiment and design, and eliminate duplication of effort.

The recommendation that certain officers, who have specialized in aviation 
so long as to jeopardize their selection for promotion, may elect to be carried 
as extra numbers, is a provision similar to that made for officers of the former 
Engineer Corps before its amalgamation with the line. Any extra numbers 
thus created would naturally advance the promotion of their juniors. 

The knowledge of aviation and the experience in flying of the officers who 
could take advantage of such a law are too valuable to the service to be lost 
through the operation of the present laws regarding selection, and it is only 
fair to the officers themselves that some such provision should be made. 

The recommendation that temporary rank be given to an officer of a junior 
grade when he is detailed to a duty requiring specialization in aviation and 
for which the higher rank is proper was made in view of the fact that there is 
a lack of officers in the higher grades who have qualified in aviation. A similar 
provision was recommended for Army aviation. This provision may be regarded 
as a concession to the personnel of the new arm in that it does not apply to the 
service at large. The condition, however, will soon remedy itself, and the 
bestowal of temporary rank is not without precedent. 

The question of flight pay is a troublesome one. It has some unpleasant 
consequence, but, on the other hand, it is recognized that the hazards of flying 
in the present stage of development are so great as to call for some form of 
compensation, and no better form has been suggested than the continuance 
of flight pay coupled with some form of insurance. This flight pay should be 
fixed as permanent in time of peace, and should be such that it will be paid 
only where the duties on which an officer is engaged may reasonably require 
flying, or where necessary to keep him in training for future flying. While © 
consistency would call for similar compensation for other branches of the service 
in proportion to the hazards of their duties, it is recognized that this is a dis- 
crimination in favor of aviation which seems justified under present conditions. 

The building up of a reserve personnel, as recommended, is always a good 
policy, and particularly applicable to an aviation reserve, owing to the rapidity 
with which aircraft may be produced in the event of war. 

_ It was recommended that Army aviation be given some special representa- 

tion on the General Staff. No exactly similar provision can be made for aviators 
in the naval organization, but, in order to meet the complaint of some aviators 
that the views of flying men upon aviation problems do not receive proper con- 
sideration, it was recommended that an aviator be detailed to duty in the 
Bureau of Navigation and in the office of Chief of Operations. While on duty 
with navigation or operations, the advice of these officers must necessarily be 
their personal views, unless authorized to present the views of the Chief of 
Aeronautics. The detail of aviators to navigation and operations is a conces- 
sion to the flying men, as all interests in the service can not expect to be thus 
represented, but it is not contrary to practice to make such details at the 
request of the chiefs themselves, and the interest of other branches of the 
service are not thereby impaired. 

The recommendation that in the selection for command, or for general line 
duties on aircraft carriers and tenders, or for command of flying schools, or 
for other important duties requiring immediate command of flying activities, 
should be confined to those officers who, while otherwise qualified are also 
naval aviators, was primarily intended to encourage younger officers to spe- 
cialize in aviation, holding out the inducement that in the assignment to such 
important duties preference should be given to them. It was also intended 
to meet the contention that flying activities should be in command of flying 
men. This recommendation is not inconsistent with the policy generally fol- 
lowed by the department, which is to assign officers to duty where their special 
qualifications may be utilized to advantage. When such a policy, however, is 
put into the form of an approved recommendation, it tends to give assurance 
as to the continuity of such a policy, and thus inspire more confidence in the 
future. While aviators are given preference, they must be equally well qualified 
in other respects to command at sea. 

In all the recommendations of the board, the fact that every line officer must 
perform regular tours of line duty at sea is not lost sight of. To meet the 
claim of flying men that it was essential to practice flying, if they would con- 
tinue to fly, it is recommended that, in assigning aviators to line duties at sea, 
they should, as far as practicable, be assigned to such duty at sea as could

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General Pershing is Fighting Another Battle, With Diplomacy the Weapon 


ENERAL PERSHING is fighting another battle, one in 
which, for the present at least, diplomacy is the 
weapon. 

When the former Commander-in-Chief of the A.E.F., 
and later General of the Armies and Chief of Staff, was 
commissioned to head the Tacna-Arica plebiscite, the assign- 
ment was regarded as simply something for the General to 
do to occupy spare time. But now the Latin-American dis- 
pute, of 40 years standing, assumes international propor- 
tions and threatens international complications. 

The Treaty of Ancon of 1884, which put an end to the 
War of the Pacific between Peru and Chile, stipulated the 
cession to Chile of the Peruvian Province of Tarapaca in 
perpetuity, and cession of the provinces of Tacna and Arica 
for ten years, at the expiration of which a plebiscite was 
to have been held to determine whether they desired to stay 
under the control of Chile or to pass again under the 
sovereignty of Peru. 

When the ten years had elapsed, the parties could not 
agree on the terms of the plebiscite: The discussions went 
on for 27 years. The situation culminated in Peru break- 
ing off its diplomatic relations with Chile. 

When the World War ended, Peru, which was an “asso- 
ciated power,” again brought up its case and, as soon as 
the Versailles Treaty was signed, disavowed the Ancon 
treaty, citing as a precedent the return to France of Alsace 
and Lorraine. The case was submitted by Peru to the 





keeping with the magnificent record he made in France. 
That he has the complete confidence of the President ang 
the American people is generally recognized. 

President Coolidge’s judgment in sending Gen. John J 
Pershing is upheld by the majority of editors, who regard 
the General as thoroughly capable of succeeding in his 
mission. “Will Coolidge Support Pershing?” asked an ej. 
tor. He answers his own question: “There is little doubt 
that President Coolidge would be inclined to support Genera] 
Pershing in all moves that have been taken or proposed to 
be taken. If General Pershing should report that a fair 
and honest plebiscite is impossible without adopting the 
measures which his commission has formulated, President 
Coolidge will surely support him; for the essence of the 
pledge given by both Peru and Chile was that they would 
abide by the award of the arbitrator and cooperate in the 
holding of an honest plebiscite.” 

The Boston Post (Ind. Dem.) believes that the Chile and 
Peru trouble presented an international controversy “that 
might have resulted in war if left to run its own course,” 
and that no small part of General Pershing’s task is to 
prevent war. 

“Always there has been the possibility of a clash be. 
tween Chile and Peru,” the Chicago Daily News (Inde 
pendent) reminds us.

That was the situation until last December, when the 
Chilean foreign minister dispatched a note to the Government of Peru, inviting 
it to participate in a plebiscite, as provided in the Treaty of Ancon. Peru 
suggested that the matter be arbitrated by the United States. This was the 
action that brough the United States directly into the dispute, in the role of 
peacemaker, and resulted in General Pershing taking charge of adminis- 
tration of the President Coolidge Tacna-Arica award. 

Now the General finds himself beset with enemies in the dispute, accused 
of favoritism and charged with being arbitrary in his rulings, but the Gen- 
eral’s actions indicate that he has “just begun to fight.” 

Pershing is undisturbed from the object of his mission, “and is proceed- 
ing to pave the way for the holding of a plebiscite under conditions which, 
to his mind, will guarantee full vote and fair count,” writes the Washington 
correspondent, Albert W. Fox. 

“It seemed a very simple thing that General Pershing undertook to do 
with regard to the Tacna-Arica problem,” says the Philadelphia Public Ledger 
(Independent). But now the matter has developed into one of great conse- 
quence, it observes. Yet the Ledger does not believe that we should take too 
seriously “the implied threat (on the part of Chile) to take the issue to the 
League of Nations.” 

We are reminded that “the League was approached on the subject by Peru 
and Bolivia several years ago and refused to touch it. It is not even remotely 
probable that the Chilean memorandum will provoke League action.”

It is interesting to note the comment of our periodically-turbulent southem 
neighbor, Mexico, on the situation faced by General Pershing. The Mezie 
El Universal thinks that the people of the two countries will cause more 
trouble for the Pershing commission than the Governments. “Chile, as well 
as Peru, should abide by the award, as long as it has been pronounced,” says 
the Mexican paper, “but will they really obey it? The governments may 
observe it. The people will not.” 

“Peru feels that it has been betrayed,” says the Hl Correo of Colombia. 
It also says that the American Government “made a fundamental mistake” 
in agreeing to be sole arbiter in the dispute and sending General Pershing 
to the scene. 

Many American editors agree with El Correo that the United States may 
have made a mistake in mixing in the affair, but the opinion is unanimous 
that once the step has been taken there shall be no backing out. 

The part the League of Nations plays in the controversy is variously treated 
by American editors. None sees League of Nations intervention. “The Wash-

The fault found with General Pershing’s work 
is in no sense justified, believes the New York 
Evening Post (Independent).

Quick to pick quarrels with one another, 
they are also quick to find fault with General 
Pershing’s attempts to find a common ground be- 
tween them. Striking at details, they lost what 
desire they may have had for a settlement. And 
they relieve their feelings by calling for the early 
death of the umpire.”

An idea of the tension that prevails may 
be gained from the fact that Mrs. Jackie Dietrick, 
wife of an American Army lieutenant and daugh- 
ter of Colonel Johnson of General Lassiter’s staff 
in the Canal Zone, was fired upon while in Chile, 
according to a dispatch in the Lima La Prenza.

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Lampert Committee Asks National Defense Department 


HE report just made by the House 
Aircraft Inquiry Committee, headed 

py Representative Lampert (Wis.), 
recommends the establishment of a na- 
tional defense department, but not of a 
unified Air Service, which Representa- 
tive Reid urges in a special concurring 
report. The text of the report follows:

“SAVE-HARMLESS” CLAUSE 


In the debates in Congress which led to the 
appointment of this committee much stress was 


laid upon the necessity of a complete investi- 
gation of certain general charges which had 
been in circulation throughout the country for 


some years concerning the relationship between 
the Government and the industry, and concern- 
ing the contracts between the Government and 
the industry. These charges alleged corruption 
of Army and Navy contract officers, that manu- 
facturers secured excessive profits, that there 
existed an aircraft trust or conspiracy among 
some of the Manufacturers’ Aircraft Associa- 
tion, and that the so-called “save harmless” 
clause in the contracts was unjust and inequit- 
able and gave definite advantages to certain 
contractors. 

The committee made an investigation of these 
charges; studying contracts in detail, examin- 
ing many witnesses and calling upon the War 
Department, the Navy Department, the De- 
partment of Justice, and the Comptroller Gen- 


eral to obtain the definite facts necessary. 
Upon the basis of these facts, the committee 
finds as follows: 


(1) That there was no evidence of corrup- 
tion on the part of the officers of the Army 
and Navy or the members of the aeronautical 
industry submitted to the committee. 

(2) That contracts given to aircraft builders 
have not resulted in excessive profits, but, on 
the contrary, the aircraft industry, dependent 
on Government contracts, has been liquidating 
and going out of business to such an extent 
that the statement in the Lassiter Board re- 
port that “it (the aircraft industry) is rapidly 
diminishing under present conditions and will 
soon practically disappear,”’ is justified. 

(3) That the charges and the allegations that 
there existed an aircraft trust, or conspiracy, 
were not proven. Both the association and the 
cross-license agreement upon which it is based 
had been investigated nine times in eight years, 
two of these investigations having been made 
by the Department of Justice. Both have sus- 
tained the legality of the Manufacturers’ Air- 
craft Association and the cross-license agree- 
ment. That the findings of these legal in- 
vestigations should now be accepted as con- 
clusive. 

(4) That the so-called “‘save-harmless” clause 
in all air contracts, whereby the Government 
agrees to protect the contractor against patent 
claims arising out of contracts for material 
with the Government is directly in accord with 
the law, and is in fact merely an interpreta- 
tion of an act of Congress passed on July 1, 
1918, to enable the Government to obtain what 
it requires from the contractors and at the 
same time protect those contractors against 
legal risk through violation of patents, by lay- 
ing upon the Government itself the burden of 
defending such violation or compensating for 
them if and when they occur in the manufac- 
ture of the essential supplies for the Govern- 
ment; that this principle has been the basis of 
Government contracting for many years, and 
i8 recognized as basicly sound; that in some 
cases, however, it works an incidental hardship 


upon inventors who are financially unable to 
seek the redress provided for under the statutes 
through the Court of Claims; that the constant 
Circulation of rumors and charges arising out 
of the above matters has been a destructive 


influence in the aviation industry in the United 
States for the past eight years; has deterred 
the influx of capital into this essential indus- 
try and has tended to drive capital out of it; 
has laid upon the officers of the Government, 
and upon the owners of businesses in this trade 
oe which this committee believe un- 
nded.

That is, there has been spent about $12,000,000 
annually in operating the Air Service and about 
$8,600,000 annually in procurement, research, 
etc. 

The average annual expenditure for purchase 
and remodeling of airplanes and engines for 
issue to units in the Army has been $4,450,000. 

(3) That of the total additional cost of the 
Army Air Service, the principal items during 
the five-year period had been an item of ap- 
proximately $14,000,000 per annum, representing 
the value of war surplus used up year by year, 
an item of approximately $9,000,000 represent- 
ing the pay of the Army and an estimated 
item of approximately $5,000,000 representing 
the expenditures of the Quartermaster Corps in 
regard to Army aviation. 

(4) That of the sum of $186,861,061.78 spent 
by the Navy in the five-year period, about 
$57,000,000 were for indirect expenditures and 
$46,172,893 represented the value of war surplus 
material. Of the balance of over $83,000,000 
about $19,000,000 was spent for new airplanes 
and over $10,000,000 for experimental, engineer- 
ing research, invention, and construction. The 
item of $19,000,000 includes approximately 
$2,500,000 for lighter-than-air equipment (the 
Shenandoah, Los Angeles, etc.). 

(5) That the expenditure of more than $30,- 
000,000 in the five-year period by Army and 
Navy combined, for so-called experimental and 
research work, has built up or maintained in 
both bureaus a governmental aviation industry 
larger than the entire civilian industry, em- 
ploying at the naval aircraft factory at Phila- 
delphia at the time of the investigation approxi- 
mately 1,100 men, and at the McCook Field 
and Fairfield approximately 1,200 men, and en- 
tailing a naval aircraft factory pay roll of 
approximately $2,200,000 a year, and at McCook 
Field approximately $2,000,000 a year; that 
these expenditures for experimental and re- 
search work have not produced results com- 
mensurate with the expenditures and that both 
services, since the committee began its hearings, 
have greatly curtailed these expenditures and 
have shown a strong tendency to recognize the 
fact that it is unwise for the Government to 
spend such a large proportion of the resources 
in this branch. 

(6) That in spite of the expenditure of nearly 
$40,000,000 for purchase and overhaul of air- 
planes and motors the air services of both Army 
and Navy have deteriorated in equipment and in 
morale; that deterioration in equipment is due 
in large part to the increasing age of the war 
surplus equipment issued to the services; that 
the deterioration in morale is due in large part 
to four causes: 

(a) The deterioration 
above. 

(b) To the fact that war surplus equipment 
is far inferior in aerodynamic quality to mod- 
ern equipment. 

(c) The discouragement of personnel arising 
out of inequality of opportunity for promotion 
and increase of pay. 

(d) The lack of an established, defined policy 
in the maintenance of our air forces. 

(7) That, in modern equipment, quality and 
performance are not excelled, on the whole, in 
any other country in the world; but that in 
quantity of such equipment, there is a crying 
necessity for new equipment of the most mod- 
ern types. Some essential types of service 
planes have not been developed, especially 
bombers, attack, and possibly pursuit planes. 

(8) That the use of airplanes designed and

built in the year 1918 and earlier constitutes 
a very large proportion of the machines used in 
the Army and Navy. The progress of aviation 
has made these machines antiquated and serv- 
iceable only for limited purposes. Their use 
for purposes for which they are unsuited im- 
pairs the efficiency of our aircraft service, 
lowers the morale of the flying personnel, and 
discourages the enlistment of new personnel and 
the training activities of the reserve officers. 
The committee finds that all obsolete and un- 
safe planes and equipment should, after proper 
survey, be destroyed. 


ADMINISTRATION 


The committee gave much consideration to the 
administration of Government aircraft activities. 

In 1923 the War Department convened a 
board, known as the Lassiter Board, which 
thoroughly investigated the status of our Air 
Service and considered requirements for its im- 
provement. 


AIR SERVICE POLICIES 


The committee finds: 

(1) That there is no uniformity of Army 
and Navy policy as to organization, equipment, 
control of personnel, procurement, design or use 
of aircraft; that there is no continuity of 
policy with respect to design and purchase of 
aircraft and engines in either the Army or 
the Navy; that the attempts to coordinate the 
activities of the Army and Navy by the use of 
joint boards, the National Advisory Committee 
on Aeronautics, and other agencies have been 
sporadic and occasional and therefore have not 
achieved the results desired; that there is a 
distinct conflict of opinion between the Army 
and Navy as to air activities in coast defense; 
that there is a wide divergence of opinion be- 
tween the Army and Navy as to the effective- 
ness of aircraft operating against surface ves- 
sels; that there is an equally wide divergence 
of opinion as to the value of antiaircraft ar- 
tillery operating against aircraft; that there is 
a certain amount of unnecessary duplication 
in the expenditure of both money and effort by 
the Army and Navy seeking to accomplish simi- 
lar results in technical research, in construction, 
and in administration of aircraft; in procure- 
ment, in hospitalization, and in training and 
field activities. 

(2) That the Navy system of promotion and 
pay deprives flying personnel of opportunity for 
high command and does not recognize that the 
Aviation Service is any more hazardous than the 
nonflying branches of the service; that this re- 
sult is lowering the morale of the aviators in 
the Navy and is a hardship which can be, and 
should be, remedied. 

(3) That discrimination arises in respect to 
the pay and promotion of Army aviators, which 
has been one of the contributing factors to a 
spirit of discontent, which appears from testi- 
mony to be general throughout the Army Air 
Service. 

(4) That the air defense of the country has 
created new and very involved problems of ad- 
ministration. The difficulty of solving these ad- 
ministration problems has been materially in- 
creased by reason of the fact that neither in 
the General Staff of the Army nor on the Gen- 
eral Board of the Navy has there been suffi- 
cient representation of officers experienced in 
aviation matters and who have advocated the 
full and complete use and development of Army 
and Navy aviation for the defense of the coun- 
try. 

(5) That a great many remedies have been 
advocated in this and in other lands to cure 
the conditions arising out of the great problem 
of administering the new art of air warfare, 
the principal of which are as follows: 

(a) A unified air force operating independ- 
ent of the Army and Navy and sending units to 
these services as needed. 3 

(b) A separate air force operating indi- 
vidually, the Army and the Navy at the same 
time retaining all the units required for Army 
and Navy tactics. 

(c) Aviation corps in both Army and Navy. 

(d) A slight modification of the present sys- 
tem by the installation of assistant secretaries of 
air in the War, Navy, and Commerce Depart- 
ments. 

(e) A department of national defense under 
one civilian secretary. 

(f) The building up of a great air power 
through the curtailment of many branches of 
Army and Navy. 


THE AVIATION INDUSTRY 


The committee found unanimity of opinion 
from all sources—military, naval, commercial, 
and industrial—that the aviation industry is an 





essential part of national defense and must 
be maintained. The committee finds as follows: 

(1) That the aviation industry in the United 
States has dwindled and is dwindling; and that 
the principal causes of the weakness of the in- 
dustry are as follows: 

(a) Lack of continuity in Government orders. 

(b) Losses on Government contracts, both ex- 
perimental and production. 

(c) Direct competition by Government plants. 
_(d) Failure to recognize and protect design 
rights. 

(e) A destructive system 
ding. 

(f) Discouragement of enterprise and individual 
efforts as the result of more than 20 investiga- 
tions of various sorts in a period of eight years. 

(g) Lack of confidence and mutual under- 
standing among contractors themselves. 

(h) Failure of the industry to develop com- 
mercial and export trade. 

The power of the airplane industry to serve 
the country in case of emergency has greatly 
decreased since the peak of its producivity dur- 
ing the war period. 


COMMERCIAL AVIATION 


The committee finds: 

(1) That in respect to the operation of air- 
planes for profit, the United States is far be- 
hind in the use of planes for aviation. 

(2) That other nations excel us largely be- 
cause of subsidies granted commercial aviation 
as a reserve for war. 

(3) That commercial aviation lags because of 
the inherent difficulty of operating on a profit- 
making basis. That its development is further 
handicapped by the lack of congressional legis- 
lation for its regulation and encouragement, for 
the licensing of pilots, the inspection of air- 
planes, and the general regulation of inter- 
state flying. 

(4) There is a lack of airways, aircraft facil- 
aie meteorological service, air terminals, and 
ines. 

(5) That the United States has failed to ratify 
the International Air Convention. 

(6) The committee finds that there are about 
10,000 surplus Liberty motors. These motors 
placed on sale at moderate prices might en- 
courage commercial aviation. 

(7) We find instances in which the depart- 
ments calling for competitive bids for new de- 
signs of airplanes have allowed insufficient time 
in which bidders could properly prepare and 
submit plans and designs. 


NATIONAL DEFENSE DEPARTMENT 


Our military organizations are manifestly de- 
signed for one purpose—the national defense. 
The Army and Navy are each vast organiza- 
tions, with a multiplicity of functions. They 
perform many duplicated and similar functions.

INGHAM BILL, INCORPORATING A VITAL RECOMMENDATION OF 

THE MORROW AIR BOARD, PASSES SENATE.—The Bingham bill, 
creating the office of Assistant Secretary of Commerce to handle aviation, 
passed the Senate this week. The bill incorporates one of the important rec- 
ommendations of the Morrow Air Board. 

Speaking in behalf of the bill, Senator Bingham said in part: 

“Mr. President, this bill provides for an additional Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce, as recommended by the President’s Aircraft Board. 

“The situation in regard to commercial aviation in this country is not 
satisfactory. 

“The purpose of this bill is not so much to regulate as to promote, merely 
providing sufficient regulation to make sure that there will be proper pilots, 
proper planes, proper mechanics to take care of them, and also that, as the 
appropriations become available, the Secretary of Commerce will have it as 
his duty to erect lighthouses at proper air ports to mark the airways and to 
provide the charts for pilots flying over them.”

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ILL TO RESTORE COMMISSIONED WARRANT OFFICERS OF NAVY 

TO OLD PAY STATUS.—Representative Royal C. Johnson, H. R., chair- 
man of the Veterans’ Committee, introduced a bill in Congress Dec. 17, to 
restore commissioned warrant officers of the Navy to the pay status they had 
had for some 20 years before the passage of the Joint Service Pay Act of 
June 10, 1922, and of which they were deprived, probably inadvertently, by that 
act. These officers, numbering nearly one-fifth of the entire officer personnel 
of the Navy, represent the practical seaman type and practical specialists of 
the Navy and are commonly known as chief boatswains, chief gunners, chief 
elec ricians, etc.; but they are commissioned officers, as much so as any other 
offi :r of the Navy. They work up from the ranks after long service to these 
special commissions which furnish the only substantial opportunity for promo- 
tion from the ranks. 

Up to 1922 it was the settled policy of Congress and the Navy Department, 
and the law provided that these officers upon being commissioned should have 
the pay and allowances of an ensign, and after 6 and 12 years commissioned 
service the pay and allowances of lieutenant, junior grade, and lieutenant, 
respectively. The law also provided that whenever the pay of ensign and 
lieutenant was increased the pay of these officers would also increase auto- 
matically. 

“I know of no good reason,” said Mr. Johnson in speaking of the bill, “and 
have heard none advanced, why that policy should have been changed. Indeed, 
there is greater reason than ever before for maintaining it now. These officers 
and their families are seriously handicapped and, in my judgment, the efficiency 
of the Navy is bound to be seriously impaired. 

“The purpose of the bill is to restore to these officers the equality of pay 
status which had been theirs for so many years and of which the increase of 
pay act actually deprived them. I shall request, and I believe will receive, 
the cooperation of the Navy Department. These officers were entitled to the 
same pay and allowances as an ensign and lieutenant from 1899 up to 1922, 
and surely they are entitled to no less now.” 

The bill provides that in computing longevity pay the officers concerned 
shall be entitled to count all service in the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps: 
Provided further, That when the total of base pay, pay for length of service, 
and allowances for subsistence and rental of quarters, authorized in this act 
for any officer, shall exceed $5,000 a year, the amount of allowances to which 
such officer is entitled shall be reduced by the amount of the excess above 
$5,000.” 

That hereafter warrant officers of the Navy shall receive at all times the 
same monthly base pay as is authorized by law for warrant officers of the 
Navy at sea.

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A BILL TO EQUALIZE THE PAY OF RETIRED OFFICERS of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, and Public 
Health Service, has been introduced in the House by Mr. John C. Speaks, of 
Ohio. It is as follows: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That hereafter the retired pay of 
the officers and warrant officers of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, and Public Health Service, who were re- 
tired on or before June 30, 1922, shall not be less than that provided for the 
officers and warrant officers of these services of equal rank and length of 
service retired subsequent to that date: Provided, That nothing in this act 
shall operate to reduce the pay of any officer or warrant officer now on the 
retired list.

The court stated that conviction was on the original charge, and all of the 
specifications. The failure to dismiss Colonel Mitchell from the Service was 
stated by Maj. Gen. Robert L. Howze, U.S.A., president of the court, to be 
due to the good record of the defendant in the World War. 

The sentence came as a complete surprise, as it was the general opinion 
that if the court did render a verdict of guilty as charged, it would sentence 
Colonel Mitchell to be dismissed the service. It was also the opinion of officers 
generally that after a sentence of dismissal President Coolidge, in reviewing 
the proceedings, would probably have mitigated the sentence. 

As the G.C.M. for the trial of Colonel Mitchell was convened under the 
direction of the President as Commander in Chief, the proceedings must go 
to the President for review. 

The entire last day of the trial was devoted to the summing up argument 
by the prosecution, and to a defiant declaration from Colonel Mitchell, which 
he read to the court himself, after he had previously stated he would make no 
further defense before the court.

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RESIDENT COOLIDGE REBUKES G.C.M. FOR UNSOUND PRINCIPLES 
OF LAW.—In the court-martial of Capt. Frank M. Nihoof, 42d Inf., U.S.A., 
tried at Fort Clayton, Canal Zone, charged with wrongfully and fraudulently 
converting funds belonging to Co. G, 42d Inf., to his own use, President Cool- 
idge in reviewing the proceedings gives a scathing rebuke to the court for 
substituting milder words for those in the specifications. The President says: 


“In the foregoing case of Capt. Frank M. Nihoof, 42d Inf., I feel that the findings 
of the court on Specifications 1 and 2 of Charge I, and Specifications 1, 2 and 3 of 
Additional Charge I, call for remark. In those specifications the accused was charged 
with embezzlement, and the court, by exceptions and substitutions, found him not 
guilty of embezzlement but guilty of unlawfully converting the sums charged by 
borrowing the same. 

“The accused had, of course, no right or authority to borrow for himself or to 
convert to his own use the trust funds in his possession. A wrongful act knowingly 
committed cannot be excused on the ground of innocent intent. The wrongful con- 
yersion having been shown, an intention of the accused to restore the money at some 
future time is no defense. Nearly everyone who embezzles property does so with 
the intent of returning it, and if proof of such an intent would constitute a defense, 
the statute would become a nullity. The guilt of an accused would then depend not 
upon the fact that he had converted the property with a criminal intent but upon 
his ability to replace the thing taken, and such a doctrine would offer temptation 
to innumerable custodians of trust funds whose temptations are great enough at best, 
and public faith and credit would be impaired, and the stability of the financial 
institutions of the Government would be in jeopardy. 

“The foregoing remarks, based upon decisions of the District Court of Appeals 
in construing the statute on which these specifications are based, are applicable to 
the instant case, and I feel that the findings of the court-martial involve unsound 
principles of law and constitute an attempt to make technical distinctions which have 
no foundation in law and no place in the administration of military justice. 

“The sentence is confirmed and will be carried into execution.

The charges under which Captain Nihoof was tried were violation of 93d, 
95th, 96th Articles of War, and additional charges of violation of Articles 93d, 
95th and 96th Articles of War. 


Of the first charge he was found guilty of violating the 93d instead of 
the 96th A. W., and in the specifications of which he was found guilty, the 
court substituted the words “unlawfully convert by borrowing” instead of 
the words “wrongfully and fraudulently convert to his own use and benefit.” 


Of charge II, he was found not guilty of violating the 95th A. W., but 
guilty of violating the 96th. 


Of charge III he was found guilty, with the substitution of the words 
“unlawfully convert by borrowing” for the words used in the specifications as 
noted above under the first charge. 


Of charge I—additional charge, he was found not guilty but guilty of 
violating the 96th A. W. 

He was found not guilty of additional charge II, and guilty of additional 
charge III. 


He was sentenced to be dismissed the Service, and ceased to be an officer of 
the Army from Nov. 11, 1925. * 


VIATION NOT SUCH A HIGHLY TECHNICAL BRANCH, AFTER ALL, 

INDICATES CHIEF OF BUREAU OF NAVIGATION.—The aviation 
branch is no more highly technical than several other branches of the Navy, 
the report of the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, Rear Adm. W. R. Shoe- 
maker, U.S.N., indicates. The excerpt from his annual report dealing with 
this phase follows: 

This bureau is unable to conceive that specialization of line officers as naval 
aviators for a full career is desirable or essential. The aviation problem 
technically as to the knowledge required is no more specialized than the opera- 
tion of any other type and is even less than the requirement in some of the 
technical branches of the line in which specialization is not necessary now. 
The measures taken at the Naval Academy will ground the line in aviation 
if sufficient flight time is added to familiarize officers with operation. This 
grounding of the line is held distinct from the qualification of a limited number 
of officers as naval aviators. After two years’ duty subsequent to graduation 
the required number can be detailed to Pensacola for primary training as 
naval aviators. 


“¢ | VERAGE" IS GOOD RATING, SAYS GENERAL STEVENS.—Adjutant 
General Jesse F. Stevens, of Massachuseets, is not satisfied with the 
manner in which the yearly efficiency reports of officers are made and in this 
respect in a communication sent out several days ago says: 


“As the time arrives each year for the making of efficiency reports, commanding 
officers and other officers who are required to prepare these reports on their sub- 
ordinates are found to vary very greatly in their markings and the general tendency 
seems to be to rate all officers too high—each officer feels that those under him who 
work with him are just a little bit better than most or all of the others, and in order 
to show his appreciation of their good qualities is inclined to rate them higher than 
he is justified in doing. 

"Rating an officer ‘Average’ means that he is efficient, that he does the work 
required of him well, that he is a good officer. It does not mean ‘Average’ in the 
ordinarily accepted every day sense as applied to inanimate things and reporting 
officers are apt to feel that they are doing a subordinate an injustice in marking 
him merely ‘Average.’ In a military sense the ‘average’ officer is more efficient than 
the ‘average’ clerk or stenographer, in a civilian occupation. 

“No officer should be rated ‘above average’ in any subject unless he performs the 
work reported on in a manner better and more efficiently than any other officer 
known to the reporting officer could have performed like work. 

“The rating ‘superior’ should be used only in the case of an officer whose duties 
are performed in a manner so conspicuously above the performance of like duties 
Y any other officer, that he is placed in a class by himself—in other words he is 
the embodiment of all the requirements which we would wish the ideal officer to 
have and ‘there ain’t no sech animal!’ 

“It is the ‘average’ officer that we want in the National Guard at this and all 
other times—it was the ‘average’ officer that we saw in France, fighting, carrying 
on without food, sleep or creature comforts of any kind, thinking for himself and 
caring for his men, saving them, serving them, and doing his bit to win the war, and 
he was the ‘average’ officer. Bear this in mind when rating your subordinates.” 





| Aneeee es HAD RIGHT TO ABANDON FLIGHT, SECRETARY WIL- 
BUR SAYS IN ANNUAL REPORT.—The annual report of Secretary of 
> onl Curtis D. Wilbur contains this direct reference to the Shenandoah 
isaster: 

The Shenandoah during the year had successfully carried out a voyage of 
over 9,300 statute miles from Lakehurst to Seattle, Wash., via San Diego, re- 
maining away from her shed for a period of over 19 days. This trip gave 
Lieutenant Commander Lansdowne and his crew great confidence in the ship, 
and such confidence is manifested in his report on that flight and in an article 
prepared after that trip and published after his death. 

_ On August 18, 1925, the Chief of Naval Operations held his final conference 
with Lieutenant Commander Lansdowne concerning the flight at which time 
Lieutenant Commander Lansdowne expressed himself as satisfied with the date 
and arrangements for the flight and expressed entire confidence in the ability 
of the ship and crew to successfully complete the proposed flight. At this 
conference Lieutenant Commander Lansdowne was again reminded that in 
accordance with the established policy of the department he was authorized 
to defer the trip, change the itinerary, or abandon it altogether if in his judg- 
ment such changes were rendered necessary by weather conditions.

] ILITIA BUREAU REPLIES TO CRITICISM ON PAPER WORK.—In- 

quiry at the Militia Bureau of the War Department this week in regard 
to the article published in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL of Dec. 12, 1925, page 
349, on useless paper work imposed on the Army, elicits the following state- 
ment from the bureau as to the reasons and considerations that prompted the 
adoption of M.B., form 100, complained of in the article. 


An amendment to section 127a, national defense act, dated Feb., 1925, made neces- 
sary the collection of certain data as to National Guard Service. This data could 
have been obtained by adding another report to the already long list. To avoid such 
addition it was decided to survey the entire situation regarding personnel reports with 
a view of reducing the number. The result was submitted to the National Guard early 
in June, 1925, in the form of a photostatic copy of the proposed single report that 
combined four existing ones and also took care of the new data required under the 
amended law. A letter accompanied the form explaining the reduction and asking for 
comment on the form and its arrangement and on the advisability of adopting it. 

Of 39 state adjutants general who replied, 35 recommended the odeption, and of 
the four others, one stated that it was an excellent form. 

Of eight corps area commanders who replied, seven recommended adoption, the 
remaining one being against the change because the present method had the advantage 
of being in operation and understood. 

Of 49 instructors who replied, 43 were in favor of the new form and recom- 
mended its adoption. ‘ J 

The 96 replies, 85 of them in favor of the form, formed interesting and instructive 
reading. They contain many helpful comments and suggestions that proved of advan- 
tage in shaping the final draft. Many of them show that company commanders were 
consulted. Practically all the signers are former company commanders. 

The form, revised and improved in conformity with the advice so carefully gathered, 
was in September submitted to the War Department board of officers for the elimina- 
tion of unnecessary paper work. ‘That board gave its approval and recommended 
adoption of the report to the Secretary of 
War. The Secretary of War approved the 
report on Sept. 25, 1925. 

The Militia Bureau feels that due care 
was taken to obtain expert advice and to 
act on it, and that every possible effort to 
effect a reduction was made. 

The new form will materially reduce 
paper work by eliminating the following 
reports now required: 

Form 367b, M.B. ‘240,000 annually) ; 
form 367b, M.B. (cover and back, 7, 
annually) ; form 107, M.B. (182,000 an- 
nually); strength return (50,000 an- 
nually). 

The new form, besides materially re- 
ducing present excessive requirements, pro- 
vides a means of obtaining data not now 
obtained but necessary. It provides a 
permanent record of National Guard ser- 
vice, which the present reports fail to do. 
It will remove the excuse for calling for 
additional reports on the part of other 
officers in — | get information not ¥ Fme 
now made of record.

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ARMY BUDGET ESTIMATES 


The budget estimates allowed for the 
1927 fiscai year under the heading “War 
Department,” including the National Home 
for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers and 
Panama Canal, totals $335,641,525, which 
is $4,124,400 jess than was appropriated 
for 1926. ‘The estimates have struck at 
the very vitais of the Military Establish- 
ment, in that the reductions made therein 
chiefly aftect the transportation of the 
Army, pay of the Army, barracks and 
quarters, and clothing and equipage, all 
four items of which were reuuced to a 
minimum by the 1926 appropriations. 


Starting out with the office of the Sec- 
retary ot War, the estimates disciose the 
fact that a reduction of $538,102 has been 
made in the totai: 1927 estimates tor this 
purpose, the lyz6 appropriation for this 
item being $1,U42,06yu. 

he totai estamates under the General 
Statt Corps item is $278,395, which is $YU6 
less than the amount appropriated for 
1926. 

A glance at the item, “pay of the Army,” 
shows that the Director of the Budget did 
not even spare his pruning tactics on this 
important item, as the lyzé estimates show 
that he has reduced the Army’s pay close 
to haif a mimon doliars, or, to be exact, 
$451,469, the lyz6 appropriations for this 
purpose being $121,804,067. Under the 
1¥zi estimates the Army's mileage has 
been reduced trom $S8UVU,VUU to $/40,U00, 

It is interesting to note in this connec- 
tion that the pay of officers has n de- 
creased $U4,vUU, while that of tne enusted 


men has been cut from $49,645,475 to 
$43,075,485, or a total reduction of 
$440, ULU, 


An increase of $3,174,908 is noted in 
subsistence tor the Army, the 1926 appro- 
priauions. carrying tor this purpose 912,- 
¥30,0UU, The 1927 estimates allow 916,- 
1U0y, VU. 

‘the War Department, now that the war 
stocks are about exhausted, will face a 
perpiexing probiem in clothing and equip- 
ping the Army of the United States, as 
the estimates allow but $0,101,916 under 
the heading “clothing and equipage,”’ 
which is $991,270 less than the amount 
appropriated tor this purpose this year. 

‘here is a cut of $1,407,183 in the item 
“Army transportation,’ the 1926 appro- 
priations carrying $15,814,000 as com- 
pared with $14,4U0,817 as allowed by the 
budget. ‘Lhe reductions are distributed 
among water transportation, animal-drawn 
transportation, motor transportation, and 
rau transportation. 

A cut of $69,835 is noted in the esti- 
mates tor the purchase of horses for the 
mounted troops. The 1926 appropriations 
carried a hait million dollars tor this pur- 
pose, whiie the 1927 figures allow but 
343,165. 

‘there is an increase of $74,812 in the 
estimates for the construction, repair and 
rental of barracks, quarters, stabies, store- 
houses, mugazines, administration and of- 
hice buildings, sheds, shops, garages, rec- 
lamation piants, and other buildings nec- 
essary tor the sheiter of the Army and its 
property. ‘Lhe appropriations tor 1926 
carried $4,200,000 for this purpose. in 
this connection, it is interesting to note 
that high hopes are entertained by the 
War Department authorities tor the pas- 
sage during the present session of Con- 
gress of some permanent housing legisla- 
tion for the Army, which will, in all prob- 
ability, be spread over a term of about 10 
years. The Army’s housing situation, as 
is already known, is in a deplorable condi- 
tion, and as the war-time buildings are 
rapidly deteriorating, something will have 
to be done at this session. 

The 1926 appropriations carried a total 
of $61,346,991 for the Quartermaster 
Corps, while the 1927 estimates allow $59,- 
340,754 for these same activities, or a re- 
duction of $2,006,237. 

Under the Signal Corps, the 1926 ap- 

propriations totaled $2,165,546, while the 
cotimates, allow $2,142,063, or a reduction 
of $23,483. 
The Air Service fares very well under 
the estimates, the increase for this arm 
of the service being $345,503. Congress 
appropriated $14,911,191 for the Air Serv- 
ice for 1926, while the estimates for 1927 
allow $15,256,694. 

The budget estimates allow an increase 
of $158,041 for the activities of the Medi- 
cal Department, the 1926 appropriations 
earrying $1,369,417, compared to the total 
of $1,528,358 allowed by the estimates. 

here is a decrease of $182,769 in the 
total estimates for the Corps of Engineers, 
the 1926 appropriations totaling $1,266,- 
209, compared with the 1927 estimate al- 
lowance of $1,083,440. 





There is an increase of $2,135,585 in the 
ordnance estimates over the 1926 appro- 
priation for this arm of the service. For 
1926 Congress appropriated $5,770,550, 
while the 1927 estimates call for $7,906,- 
135. This increase will be devoted largely 
to the purchase and manufacture of ord- 
nance stores, the war reserve stock of 
which is about exhausted. Though this 
appears to be a large increase, it is not of 
such tremendous proportions when the 
items embraced in this inerease are 
analyzed. 

The 1927 figures allow the Chemical 
Warfare Service an increase of $300,000, 
which will largely be devoted to manufac- 
turing purposes, research, investigations, 
design, and experimentation. The 1926 
appropriations granted this service a total 
of $929,400, while the estimates increase 
this to $1,229,400. 

For the Infantry the 1927 estimates de- 
crease the 1926 appropriations from $65,- 
460 to $58,876, while for the Field Artil- 
lery the 1926 appropriation is decreased 
by the 1927 estimates from $22,820 to 
$20,938. The estimates reduce the Cav- 
alry figures from the 1926 appropriation 
of $19,080 to $17,172. The estimates for 
the Inspector General's Department re- 
main the same as for 1926, i. e., $25,180, 
while those for the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral of the Army, i. e., $87,820, remain 
unaltered. Though it would seem that the 
estimates for the branches named in this 
paragraph are low when compared with 
those figures for the other arms of the 
Service, it should be borne in mind that the 
pay of the Army, the transportation of the 
Army, and the subsistence of the Army 
takes care of those members of these 
branches outside of Washington. 

For the Coast Artillery the 1926 appro- 
priation of $283,640 is increased by the 
1927 estimates to $303,466, or an increase 
of $19,826. 

For the United States Military Acad- 
emy the estimates lop off $94,358. For 
this purpose the 1926 appropriations car- 
ried $2,583,931, compared with $2,489,573 
allowed by the estimates. 

For the activities of The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department the estimates reduce the 
1926 appropriations by $13,641. For the 
1926 fiscal year Congress appropriated a 
total of $1,603,550, while the 1927 esti- 
mates allowed $1,589,909. 

The Militia Bureau probably fares bet- 
ter than that of the other War Deparment 
branches, the estimates allowing an in- 
crease of $958,757 over that appropriated 
for the 1926 fiscal year, which was $29,- 
736,186. For the 1927 fiscal year the esti- 
mates allow a total of $30,694,943. 
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BEACON FOR AIRMEN 


The first aviator’s flashing beacon to be 
installed by a civilian organization in 
America has just been erected on the 22 
story office building of the Atlantic Refin- 
ing Company in Philadelphia. 

The work was completed a few days ago 
for the installation of the powerful flashing 
aerial lighthouse to guide the night flying 
aviators on their course. In the darkness 
of fall and winter the aviators, both civil- 
ian and military, who fly on the much- 
traveled airway between New York and 
Washington often lose their course owing 
to the fact that there are no guiding 
lights. This civilian cooperation is hailed 
by the military authorities and aeronautic 
executives as one of the most construc- 
tive steps to safeguard the lives of the 
night-flying pilots. 

In order that the light may be distine- 
tive and not be confused with any other 
lights in the city, the B. B. T. beacon will 
be equipped with a flashing mechanism 
similar to that used in large lighthouses. 
The light will flash five seconds on and 
five seconds off and will be visible in the 
air at distances of from 20 to 30 miles. 
By the use of this beacon the aviator may 
determine his exact position in relation to 
the Philadelphia flying field. 
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MEDICAL DEPT. PROMOTIONS 


Sgt. Douglass Hall and Pvt. Wade H. 
Johnson, Medical Administrative Corps, 
U.S.A., have been promoted to the grade 
of first lieutenant, as the result of the 
examination conducted by the department 
at the various stations where medical ad- 
ministrative corps men are stationed. In- 
cluding these two new appointments, the 
Medical Administrative Corps is now up 
to its authorized strength of 72 commis- 
sioned officers. On Jan. 1, 1926, however, 
there will be one vacancy due to the resig- 
nation of Capt. Otto A. Tandrop, M.A.C., 
which will become effective that date. 





LAPEL UNIFORM DESIGNS 


Approval having been given by the War 
Department for the type of a lapel collar 
for the coat and overcoat for officers of 
the Army, the Quartermaster General has 
been requested to prepare models and in- 
vite the military tailors throughout the 
country to submit them. To accomplish 
this, the following communication has been 
forwarded to military tailors: 

“The War Department has recently ap- 
proved a lapel collar coat for officers of 
the Army of the United States. 

“Before authorizing the wearing of the 
lapel collar coat it is desired to obtain 
the views of the trade as to the most suit- 
able model and you are invited to submit 
a sample coat with a lapel collar embody- 
ing your ideas as to design. 

“Any samples submitted by you will be 
carefuily considered by the Government 
in determining the details of the model to 
be adopted. Such samples will remain 
your exclusive property and will be re- 
turned to you when no longer required, 
but, it must be understood, that the Gov- 
ernment assumes no obligations nor any 
expense in accepting such samples for con- 
sideration. 

“In order that this matter may be 
handled as expeditiously as possible, it is 
desired that you advise this office within 
ten days, whether or not you will be abie 
to assist the Department in this respect, 
and if so, the date on which the model 
coat can be expected, as it is necessary 
that it be in the office of the Quartermaster 
General, Munitions Building, Washington, 
D. C., not later than January 15, 1926. 

“For your information it should be 
stated that the wearing of the lapel collar 
coat is not authorized until a definite 
model shall have been adopted by the War 
Department and specifications approved.” 





65TH C.A. BREAKS RECORD 


Battery “B” G5th C.A., U.S.A., sta- 
tioned at Ft. Amador, C. Z., established an 
antiaircraft firing record on Nov. 27, 1925, 
by bringing down a towed sleeve target 
with the first round fired by the battery 
for the day. The target was being towed 
by a Martin bomber at a distance of 4,500 
yards above the Canal at the Culebra 
Island battery when No. 4 gun, a 3-inch 
A.A. gun, model 1917, on a railroad mount 
was given the command to fire one round. 
The gun responded And coincident with the 
burst the sleeve was seen to be falling into 
the Canal, the observing plane reporting 
the burst as target. 

This is the first time on record, it is 
said, that a sleeve target has been brought 
down with the first shot, and although re- 
markable in itself, shows the accuracy and 
effectiveness of which antiaircraft fire can 
be delivered by a well trained section. 
Battery “B” is the holder of the depart- 
ment commander's trophy for antiaircraft 
tire on the Canal Zone, and has averaged 
25 percent hits on all it’s firings to date.

VACANCIES IN ARMY M.C. 


Army medical authorities hope that the 
approaching examination for appointment 
to first lieutenant in the Medical Depart- 
ment, which will be held at all medical 
stations from Jan. 11 to 15, 1926, together 
with the decision of a number of internes 
now in the service and holding a first lieu- 
tenant’s reserve commission to remain in 
the service, will bring the commissioned 
personnel of the Medical Corps up to its 
authorized strength of 985. There has 
been a shortage of officers in this corps 
for some time, and in order to increase 
the efficiency of this branch transport sur- 
geons were recently taken off the .Army 
transports and assigned to Army stations. 
The duty previously performed by sur- 
geons at sea has been taken over by medi- 
eal officers traveling to and from foreign 
garrisons. 

There are about 60 vacancies in the 
Medical Corps at the present time, and 
there are about 60 internes who hold a 
first lieutenant’s reserve commission. The 
internes are recent graduates of medical 
institutions, and the Army regulations 
prescribe that they must have to their 
credit at least one year of internship be- 
fore they can be commissioned as a first 
lieutenant in the Medical Corps of the 
Regular Army. Upon the completion of 
this year of internship, which will be dur- 
ing next June or July, they will, providing 
they desire to adopt the Army as their 
career, be recommended for a commission 
in the Regular Army.

Beneath the Surface Congress Moves 


ONGRESS has not started publicly to legislate for the Services. But as

Every effort is being made to develop a program upon which all can agree, 
so that when the committees begin their sessions there will be definite goals 
to which they can work. This is the usual procedure, and it is made easier 
at this time because of the control of Congress which President Coolidge 
possesses. 


DON’T FORGET TO VOTE ON THE AVIATION QUESTION! 


Coolidge Controls Congress 


AN D DON’T be misled by the rumblings of discontent and the utterances of 
the few Progressives, the leadership of which La Follette, the younger, is 
endeavoring to assume. The celerity with which the House put through the 
income tax bill is proof of Coolidge domination. That domination will con- 
tinue, if signs are guide posts. The President will not get everything he wants. 
He may fail on the World Court, because there are enough irreconcilables in 
the Senate to prevent its reaching a vote. But on the domestic features of 
the Presidential program, Mr. Coolidge will largely win. 

In this connection, it is interesting to know that the President’s policy is 
one of entire harmony with Congress. He does not conceal his eagerness 
to maintain the closest relations with both chambers. What he wants is 
Republican success in the elections next November, and he will not, if it can 
— be avoided, permit even the semblance of a break between the White

bf so does this mean for the Services? Mr. Coolidge is opposed to a 
Department of National Defense or to an independent aviation Depart- 
ment. Congress knows he will veto any such measure. Therefore, Congress 
will not be placed in the position of opposing the President on a principle of 
this major character. There are men in the Senate and House who think addi- 
tional Assistant Secretaries are undesirable and base their view on the extra 
cost involved. A deep rooted purpose exists, however, to do something for 
aviation. The President seems convinced that he can guide this purpose to 
the enactment of the Morrow Board’s recommendations substantially as they 
were presented. And many of the leaders are in agreement with him in this 
respect. 
CAST YOUR VOTE ON THE AVIATION QUESTION! 


Provide Adequately for the Services 


ITH economy as the watchword, little of a constructive character can be 

expected beyond aviation reorganization. A determined effort will be made 
to increase appropriations beyond the budget estimates so as to prevent any cut 
in the enlisted personnel of the Services. This effort should prevail. The 
National Defense demands it. But here again the policy of penuriousness 
will be invoked. Something could be accomplished if Congress would forget 
politics and abolish, for example, useless and unnecessary navy yards. A 
drive is being made for an appropriation of $40,000,000 for a navy yard at 
Alameda, Calif. This item, it is interesting to note, was included in the 
Budget estimates. What political influence was responsible therefor? Why 
is provision made for this constru¢tion when an appropriation of only about 
one million dollars is being contemplated to carry out the program for the 
ten cruisers specifically authorized by existing law? The Alameda proposal 
will fail if Congressman Butler, chairman of the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee, shall have his way. If his hostility should be successful, cannot Con- 
gress divert this $40,000,000 to provide for the additional men required by 
the Services? There would be no increase in the Budget estimates, and the 
National Defense would be advantaged. We offer this suggestion to the 
President and the Congress.

25-YEAR RETIREMENT BILL 


Dear Mr. Editor: 

It is hoped that in the interest of the enlisted 
men of the United States Army, who have 
served faithfully, that a bill to retire enlisted 
men of the Army on completion of 25 years’ 
service will be introduced in the present Con- 
gress, and that it will become a law. 

In 1924 Mr. Fish introduced a bill in the 
House, which provided that enlisted men who 
had served honorably for 25 years be retired 
at that time, and that the retired pay be in- 
creased above the present retirement rate; that 
is, for the first, second, third, fourth, fifth, 
sixth, and seventh grades. 

This bill also provided that in order to create 
a fund toward this rate of retirement all en- 
listed men will pay a 1 percent deducticn from 
their monthly pay. It was also provided that 
nothing in the act shall be construed to reduce 
the retired pay of enlisted men in order to make 
a 25-year retirement law, and that those who 
had served in the Navy and Marine Corps be 
allowed to count this service toward 25-year 
retirement in the Army, provided they had 
had at least five years’ service in the Army 
previous to retirement. 

The bill referred to, I believe, was introduced, 
but was never reported out of committee. 

Will not some broad-minded Congressman take 
up the matter during the present session of 
Congress? The bill is not asking any too much 
for enlisted men of 25 years’ a ~— 

(The 25-year retirement bill is a measure that 
ought to be passed, and it is hoped that it will 
not only again be introduced but that it will be 
passed by the present Congress, as it deserves 
to be.—Ed.)

NCOS of the first three grades it was under- 
stood the successful candidates would be lumped 
together on one list, regardless of the fact that 
they elected various leading subjects. Is this 8 
fact, or will promotions be made from the 
several separate lists as announced recently by 
the Chief Signal Office? It was understood 
this separate eligible list scheme would not £0 
into effect until the next year’s exam. 

A. These are answered as follows: (1) It was 
not the practice to recommission at a higher 
grade on the Officers’ Reserve Corps officers dis- 
charged at the end of the war. See Special 
Regulations 43, section IX, paragraph 83; also 
Army Regulations 140-5, paragraph 9. (2) 
There are no vacancies at present in the grade 
of major in the Branch Assignment Group. 
Promotion is made as vacancies occur, from the 
list of those who are recommended for promo- 
tion by examining boards. (3) Promotion ‘or 
Signal Corps noncommissioned officers of the 
first three grades will be made from the eligible 
list of the specialty in which the vacancy 0c 
curs. A noncommissioned officer may have his 
name placed on additional eligible lists by 
passing the regular examination for the addi- 
tional specialty and thus making himself eli-

Put on rack in dripping 
pan, sprinkle with salt, dredge bird and bottom of pan with flour, and lay thin strips 
of bacon over breast. Bake two and one-half hours, basting every 15 minutes with 
one-half cup butter melted in one-half cup boiling water, and, after this is used, 
bast with fat in pan. Turn turkey frequently. Remove bacon after the first hour.—

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IN THE RADIO FIELD 








ORE than $1,000,000 was saved for the Government by the naval shore 
M communication service during the fiscal year ending July 1, 1925, the 
Navy Department recently announced. The service handled 6,000,000 words 
in radio traffic for Government departments, exclusive of the Navy Depart- 
ment. In addition 10,000,000 words were handled for the Navy Department, 
making a total of 16,000,000 words. 


These figures include only the original messages filed at shore stations and 
do not include the vast amount of radio traffic between ships of the Navy, to 
and from radio compass stations or relays of messages. 


The naval radio stations form a radio chain from Cavite, P. I., Guam, 
Honolulu, T. H., in the Pacific with the Canal Zone, Cuba, the West Indies, 
and both coasts of the United States. 

While the Naval Communication Service is primarily maintained for Navy 
traffic, it has cooperated with the other Government Departments in the in- 
terest of Government economy. The War Department was the best customer 
during the fiscal year, sending a total of 2,500,000 words,

mission the Radio Compass Station, at the Naval Air Station there, to con- 
duct a calibration. The equipment, on completion of a successful calibration, 
may be placed in storage. The material and facilities are to be maintained 
so that the station can be put in service on short notice.

UDGET ALLOWANCE WILL PROVIDE FOR TRAINING OF 16, 

RESERVE OFFICERS.—A study of the 1927 estimates for the Organizy 
Reserves shows that the $2,240,000 allowed by the Budget Director will provide 
15 days’ training for about 16,000 Reserve Officers during next Summer’s trajp, 
ing camps. During the 1925 fiscal year the War Department trained 135%) 
Reserve Officers. In some cases the 1927 estimates allowed by the Budge 
Director appear to be an increase over the 1926 appropriations, but due to thy 
exhaustive condition of the war stocks, such as clothing, ammunition, and othe 
supplies, it will really amount to a reduction, Taking the Organized Resery 
estimates as a whole, it amounts to a decrease of $7,800 over the 1926 appr, 
priations. ; 

The amount mentioned above, $2,240,000, is for pay and allowances of men. 
bers of the Organized Reserves on active duty not exceeding 15 days training, 
For pay and allowances of members of the Organized Reserves on active duty 
for more than 15 days, such as school duty and C.M.T.C, instructors, the 197 
estimates allow $426,500, which is $26,500 more than was appropriated for this 
same purpose for the current fiscal year, Besides school duty and C.TM¢ 
instructors, this item also covers the training of R.O.T.C. graduates at the A 
Service Primary Flying School at Brooks Field, Tex.; includes the training 
of Air Service Reserve Officers assigned to tactical units of the Regular Arny 
up to one year at Selfridge Field, Mich.; and the additional reserve member; 
of the War Department General Staff. _ 

A serious blow is struck at the Organized Reserve structure in the mileag, 
item. For this purpose the 1926 appropriations carried $449,300, as comparé 
with $392,300, which is allowed by the Budget Director in the 1927 estimates, 
This is a reduction of $57,000 in this one item. 

For the mileage and pay of the enlisted Reserves there is a reduction of 
$5,000. For the 1926 fiscal year Congress appropriated $50,000, which enabled 
the War Department to train 770 enlisted reservists. The Budget Director 
allows but $45,000 in the 1927 estimates, which will train less than 700 of the 
enlisted reservists. : ae a 

Last year a total of $450,000 was appropriated for maintaining and operat. 
ing Organized Reserve headquarters and for preparing and operating the camps, 
This amount is increased to $525,000 in the 1927 estimates, the main reason for 
the increase being ammunition. 


A considerable increase is noted in the estimates for the Citizens’ Military 
Training Camps. The 1926 appropriations carried $2,807,471 for this item, 
compared with $2,595,138, which is allowed by the budget in the 1927 estimates, 
This increase is not so formidable when it is taken into consideration that this 
increase of $212,333 will be used in purchasing supplies, clothing, and an. 
munition which heretofore have been surplus. In this item the main cuts have 
been in mileage, which means that in selecting the young men for these camps 
next Summer the War Department will be unable to exercise the geographical 
distribution system of selection. As a result of the curtailment in the mileage 
funds, next Summer’s C.M.T.C. candidates will be obtained largely from those 
areas in the vicinity of the camps and from the congested centers of population. 

For the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps the 1926 appropriations carried a 
total of $3,828,020, as compared with $3,911,493 allowed by the Director of the 
Budget in the 1927 estimates. This is really not an increase, it is pointed out,

NAVY LINE LEGISLATION 
The outstanding suggestions made to the 


special Navy Board, consisting of Rear 
Adm. E. H. Campbell, judge advocate gen- 


eral of the Navy, Capt. Roy C. Smith, 
and Comdr. J. S. McCain, on the proposed 
Navy line personnel legislation dealt with 
the amount of gratuity to be given officers 
separated or retired from the Service un- 
der its provisions, 

Capt. J. K. Taussig, U.S.N., who ap- 
peared before the board Dec. 15 suggested 
that all officers so affected above the grade 
of lieutenants be credited with 24% percent 
of current pay for each year of commis- 
sioned service. This means htat if an offi- 
cer had 30 years’ service he would draw 75 
percent of his active pay. 

For lieutenants and lieutenants (j.g.) 
Captain Taussig suggested that the amount 
of gratuity be fixed at a sum whose inter- 
est of 5 or 6 percent would equal the 24% 
yercent annual provision. For example, 
if a lieutenant was to draw $500 annually, 
computed on the 24% percent basis, to give 
him a lump sum, which at 5 or 6 percent 
would equal $500 annually. 

Lts. A. C. Sabalot, L. P. Padgett and 
L. Harrison, all graduates of the U.S.N.A., 
class of 1920, in their appearance before 
the board on Dec. 16, suggested that lieu- 
tenants be given six years’ pay as a 
gratuity and lieutenants (j.g.) two years’ 
pay as a gratuity under the provisions of 
the bill, They were not opposed to the 
present draft of the bill if these gratuity 
amounts were included.

U.S.M.C. REPORT 

“In presenting this report to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy I wish specially to stress 
the matter of appropriations. In Feb., 
1925, Congress appropriated for a strength 
of 18,000 enlisted men for the fiscal year 
1926, thereby causing a reduction of 1,500. 
This reduction has been keenly felt through- 
out the corps. It necessitated disbanding 
the famous 6th Regiment then stationed at 
Quantico. Other posts were correspond- 
ingly reduced. During the past year, with 
a strength of 19,500, the Marine Corps 
maintained navy-yard guards, guards at 
small naval stations, ships’ guards, and 
furnished special guards on call from the 
Navy Department. The demands for ad- 
ditional marines at navy yards, naval sta- 
tions, and for ships’ detachments are not 
decreasing, but, on the other hand, are in- 
creasing. This situation in regard to the 
personnel makes it more and more difficult 
for the Marine Corps in the carrying out 
of its mission.” This is the way Maj. 
Gen. Comdt. J. A. Lejeune, U.S.M.C., 
summed up the effect of the reduction of 
his corps in his annual report made public 
on Dee, 15. 

Other extracts from the report are: 

“It is hoped that Congress will relieve 
this situation ty. approving recommenda- 
tion for an appropriation to cover the cost 
of beginning the construction of permanent 
buildings to house the personnel at Quan- 
tico. 

“During the period July 1, 1924, to 
June 30, 1925, 16,644 marines fired the 
rifle for qualification. The percentage of 
those qualifying out of this number was 
82.4, or 13,715. In view of the fact that 
twice within the last year the requirements 
for rifle shooting have been raised, this is 
regarded as an especially good showing. 

“A marine brigade is still maintained in 
Haiti. It is the remains of the original 
force of occupation which brought to Haiti 
yeace and tranquillity. The result, which 

as brought protection to life and prop- 
erty, is a good basis for judging the gen- 
eral conduct of the force of occupation.”

NAVY LEGISLATION

The keels of the V-5 to be constructed at 
Portsmouth, N. H., Navy Yard and the 
V-6 to be constructed at the Mare Island 
Navy Yard have not yet been laid down.

SECY. WILBUR’S REPORT 

Following are extracts from the annual 
report submitted to the President and Con- 
gress by Secretary of the Navy Curtis D. 
Wilbur: 

Aircraft operating with the other co- 
ordinate arms of the fleet are vitally essen- 
tial to modern naval operations. The de- 
velopment of naval aviation has progressed 
during the past year with satisfactory re- 
sults in spite of many difficulties inherent 
in the refinement of a new art. 

Aviation personnel under the conditions 
of rapid expansion which have been ex- 
perienced in the last few years presents 
a problem now under consideration by a 
special board appointed by the Secretary. 
This problem presents difficulties similar 
to those the department has already met 
and solved in the upbuilding of the de- 
streyer and submarine forces. The prob- 
lem consists, first, in building up the avia- 
tion force so that it can handle adequately 
the increased equipment which will be 
added to the fleet when the Saratoga and 
Lexington are commissioned in 1926; and, 
second, in providing for the return at 
definite intervals to general line duty of 
a considerably larger percent of officer 
pilots than is now the practice, replacing 
them with younger officers from the avia- 
tion training stations. 

The Navy has made every effort to 
standardize on types of aircraft which are 
best suited to the needs of the naval serv- 
ice. Planes have been developed and are 
now in service with the fleet which com- 
bine the functions of scouting, bombing, 
and torpedo launching. 

The Bureau of Aeronautics during the 
year has continued development work in 
an effort to produce a three-service plane 
available for the new aircraft carriers. 
Trials have been made of such planes and 
the bureau reports that by the first of 
December it will be in a position to de- 
termine definitely the exact characteristics 
of this type of plane to be manufactured 
for the aircraft carriers. The character- 
istics of the fighting and observation planes 
for the carriers have been settled and these 
planes will soon be under construction. It 
is believed that in all types of combatant 
planes very definite results have been 
achieved during the present year, and it is 
hoped that, before the conclusion of next 
year, our experiments will result in a still 
better type of plane. 

Except for a serious shortage of line 
officers, the number of commissioned offi- 
cers now in the Navy is adequate to meet 
the peace time requirements of the fleet 
and the shore establishment. 

Under the limitation of appointments to 
the Naval Academy, contained in the ap- 
propriation bill, of three to each Represen- 
tative and Senator instead of five as au- 
thorized by general law, the authorized 
number of officers in the line will not be 
attained, and the maximum number that 
can be expected to be permanently main- 
tained is 4,800 instead of 5,499 as au- 
thorized by law. 

Radio communication, particularly in 
submarines and aireraft, has improved. 
Radio and visual signaling competitions in 
the fleet have benetited fleet communica- 
tions and have had a certain bearing on 
improvement in sound signaling. 

During the past four years much time 
and considerable money has been expended 
in searching out new designs of radio and 
sound apparatus, in development of steam 
turbine material and of Diesel engines. 
A new gas engine has been designed for 
installation in motor boats and has been 
put into production. While the first cost 
of this engine is slightly more than the 
former bureau engine, there is every indi- 
eation that it will be more reliable, more 
economical of fuel, require less overhaul, 
and have a very much longer life. 

The machinery of practically every ves- 
sel of the Navy is susceptible of consider- 
able improvement, more or less expensive. 
Such improvements have been projected 
to an amount exceeding $40,000,000 and 
— be undertaken when funds are avail- 
able.

NAVIGATION BUREAU REPORT 

Following are excerpts from the annual] 
report of Rear Adm. W. R. Shoemaker, 
U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau of Navigation: 

The stated requirements for aviation 
officer material as naval aviators is being 
investigated by the Bureau of Navigation, 
The data on hand indicates that even with 
the selected physical material available ag 
Naval Academy graduates, the present 
physical standard of the aviation flight ex- 
amination will eliminate 66 percent. In 
addition to these eliminations, flight test 
requirements of the primary flight schools 
at Pensacola eliminates an additional 402 
percent of the material sent there, giving 
a total of 20 percent acceptances, or 80 
percent rejections in the officer material 
originally available. With the Naval 
Academy on a three appointment basis, 
averaging about 260 graduates, it is ob- 
vious that the total possible increment of 
increase of commissioned pilots per year 
would be 52 with present methods of ad- 
ministration and standards for selection, 
The aviation attrition figure runs from 7 
to 8 percert annually, so that eventually 
the naval aviators will stabilize at a figure 
between 700 and 750. 

With the course in aviation at the Naval 
Academy the bureau has the selective 
means to determine the available material 
in each class for detail to naval aviator 
primary-flight training. The bureau recom- 
mends, that, commencing with the class 
of 1926, after the completion of two years 
of general line duties subsequent to grad- 
uation, a number of graduates considered 
by this bureau as the current officer pilot 
requirement at the time for the aeronau- 
tical organization, be detailed to that or- 
ganization for a five-year detail. This ini- 
tial detail to be followed by a withdrawal 
to general line duties for two years when 
50 percent only of the number will be re- 
turned to aviation duty for four years, fol- 
lowed by another withdrawal to line duties 
for two years with the return of 50 percent 
only to aviation duties. This final incre- 
ment on return to aviation remain on the 
duty until eligible for selection to com- 
mander when they will be considered avail- 
able for detail to any duty as their flying 
utility as pilots will be nil. 

A matter of moment to the Naval Es- 
tablishment is the inadequacy of funds in 
“Pay of the Navy, 1926,” for the allowed 
numbers of personnel. This inadequacy of 
funds is a matter of immediate concern to 
the Bureau of Navigation in relation to 
the problem of administering personnel 
during the fiscal year 1926, but is of most 
concern for the future in relation to per- 
sonnel strength for maintenance of the 
5-5-3 ratio and in steps to be taken for 
provision of personnel of ships under con- 
struction, authorized, or planned as re- 
placements or additions to the fleet. 

The bureau is greatly concerned with 
the future size of the appropriation “Pay 
of the Navy” as the estimates for the fiscal 
year 1927 for an 86,000 Navy, with the 
allowed number in other subheads, total 
$123,000,000 an increase of $6,000,000 over 
the current appropriation. It is essential 
that. eventually, with the completion of the 
new aircraft carriers and provided the ma- 
terial now in commission is to be comple- 
menied, that at least 3,000 additional men 
be provided for in “Pay of the Navy.” 

This bureau recommends to the Secre- 
tary that the General Board in determin- 
ing the military characteristics of ships 
take cognizance of habitability and inves- 
tigate in detail habilitability in relation to 
complement required on the tonnage and 
for the military characteristics they pro- 
ject for any type. 

The bureau recommends that adequate 
accommodations for enlisted men along the 
following lines be insured when major al- 
terations to ships are under consideration : 

(a) Space provided in design of the ship 
for the proper berthing of crew shall not 
be permanently reduced by alteration in 
design or installation of material. 

(b) Where excess berthing space suffi- 
cient to compensate for proposed reduction 
or construction does not exist on board 
ship, alterations will reduce or destroy 
existing berthing space for the crew shall 
before approval make provision to restore 
such space. 

(c) Where the department has approved 
and directed alterations in design of vessel, 
which in the opinion of the commanding 
officer reduces crew space to insanitary 
overcrowding, without making provision 
for additional adequate berthing space, the 
commanding officer shall refer the subject 
to the department for reconsideration. 

(d) The Bureau of Navigation shall be 
consulted by bureaus concerned relative 
to action on any contemplated alteration or 
installation which may affect the berthing 
space provided for the crew.

After returning 
to the United States he also served again in 
the Philippines. 

He was detailed in the Inspector General’s 
Department, serving in various departments. 
He became brigadier general and inspector gen- 
eral in June, 1912, and was retired from active 
service on July 29, 1912. General Chase is sur- 
vived by his widow and two daughters, Miss 
Emily T. Chase and Miss Nanny Chase. 

DEFORD.—Sergt. Jesse Deford, Air Service, 
U.S.A., died in a hospital at Cambridge, Ohio, 
Dec. 14, 1925, from a broken neck suffered when 
the airplane in which he and Lt. Samuel O.

When he was a young lieutenant 
on the Baltimore, one of the new Navy ships, at 
the time electricity was in its early develop- 
ment, an electrical plant was installed and 
there being no one on board familiar with 
electrical appliances Lieutenant Doyle volun- 
teered and was assigned in charge. He mas- 
tered the intricate details, and was one of the 
first “‘electrical’’ officers of the Navy. Admiral 
Doyle made cruises to various parts of the 
world, and during the war with spain he was 
navigator of the U.S.S. Dixie in Cuban waters. 
He also served as inspector of ordnance and 
engineering at the Bethlehem Steel Works, and 
among other duties was in command of the sup- 
ply and repair ship Culgoa. Down at Hon- 
duras he achieved an important military diplo- 
matic victory by prevailing upon Hondurian 
troops to desist from bombarding Amapala. 
He was in command of the battleship Missouri 
during the tour of the fleet around the world, 
was Captain of the Norfolk Navy Yard, was in 
command of the Pacific Reserve Fleet, and in 
the spring of 1914, when the Mexican situation 
appeared acute, he was sent by the Secretary 
of the Navy, with his flag ship, to Mexican 
waters.

(Companion); French Legion of Honor (com- 
mander); Commander of the Order of the 
Crown of Italy; Polish decoration of ‘‘Reborn 
Poland.”

The commandant, 15th Naval District, 
whose headquarters are at Balboa, C. Z., 
considers it advisable that the personnel 
of Navy vessels visiting the Canal Zone 
be informed regarding housing facilities in 
the Zone during the coming visit of the 
fleet. At present there are no houses nor 
apartments to be had, and this condition 
will undoubtedly continue for an indefinite 
period. Furthermore, it is practically im- 
possible to find any suitable places in the 
cities adjacent to the Zone, and the hotels 
will be crowded, as the fleet’s visit occurs 
during the tourist season. 

The commandant considers it very inad- 
visable for families and relatives to go to 
the Canal Zone this Spring, unless definite 
arrangements for quarters have been made 
in advance, and requests that personnel 
eoneerned be advised to this effect. Rela- 
tives of officers will thus save themselves 
hardship and expense.

Lampert Report 
(Continued from page 371) 


Each is designed for action in case of war. 
They are less burdensome to maintain and more 
efficient when their expenditures, their training, 
their preparation, and the performances of their 


duties are coordinated, harmonized, and cen- 
tralized. 
A single department of national defense 


through its unity of command would harmonize 
our national defense system, reduce expenditures 
for supplies, and prevent needless duplications, 
promote understanding, lessen friction between 
our different military arms, and provide a uni- 
form and equalized system of pay, promotion, 
and retirement. It should decrease the over- 
head of maintenance and decrease the number 
of organizations and bureaus within the de- 
partments. It should promote the interchange 
of effort in peace and war; it should work for 
economy, efficiency, and strength in our national 
defense. 

It would train and habituate our military 
organizations in peace time for that cooperation 
that is essential in war. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The committee recommends: 

1. That the Federal Government cease com- 
peting with the civilian aircraft industry in 
the construction of aircraft, engines, and ac- 
cessories. 

2. That means be provided whereby the in- 
ventor who alleges violation of his patents by 
the Government may apply for relief other than 
by resort to the Court of Claims. 

3. That procurement be separated from opera- 
tion in all Government air services. 

4. That one single governmental civil agency 
be given sole charge of procurement of air- 
craft, engines, and equipment, to the end that 
duplication in expense be avoided, uniformity 
of equipment promoted, and a continuous and 
definite policy established looking to the 
strengthening of the sources of supply, the 
maintenance of the industry, the promotion of 
the aircraft production capacity of the Nation, 
and the establishment of a sound policy of Gov- 
ernment procurement. 

5. Congress should at once pass a law per- 
mitting the procurement of aircraft engines 
and aeronautical instruments and accessories 
without requiring competitive bidding under re- 
strictions that will promote the best interests 
of the Government. 

6. That Congress authorize the procurement 
agency to recognize rights in designs of air- 
craft, engines, and accessories. 

7. That the industry be assisted in the pro- 
curement of noncommercial supplies, either 
through the Government as debits on procure- 
ment contracts, or the grouping of purchases 
within the industry. 

8. That the Air Service departments of the 
Government make greater use of the facilities 
of the Bureau of Standards for, research and 
technical work and correspondingly reduce their 
own activities. 

9. That Congress provide by law for the 
regulation and encouragement of commercial 
flying through a bureau of air navigation in 
the Department of Commerce. Provision should 
be made for the charting of airways, for emer- 
gency fields, aircraft facilities, night flying, and 
a specialized weather information service. That 
so far as practical such developments should 
be preceded by essential engineering surveys. 

10. That Army and Navy landing fields and 
facilities be made available for civilian aviation, 
so far as practicable. 

11. That Governors Island, at New York City, 
and Grant Park, at Chicago, be made airports 
for postal and civilian use. 

12. That a greater number of men be trained 
as aviators, and that more adequate equipment 
and facilities be provided for our reserve flyers. 

13. That reserve pilots be given not less than 
four hours’ training per month throughout the 
year and be called for active duty at Air Serv- 
ice stations for tactical training for a period of 
not less than two weeks each year. 

14. That additional compensation necessary to 
secure an adequate number of competent me- 
chanics to maintain airplanes in efficient oper- 
ation be provided; that such mechanics should 
be relied of routine military duties. 

15. That Congress provide remedies for the 
inequalities and injuries suffered by the aviation 
officers of the Army and Navy. 

16. That Congress determine immediately and 
settle by legislation the respective fields of op- 
eration of the Army and the Navy. 

17. That the War and Navy Departments 
should survey, condemn, and destroy all obso- 
lete and unsafe airplanes. 

18. That the War Department release for gen- 
eral commercial use at least two-thirds of the 
war-built Liberty engines now held in storage 
at moderate prices. 

19. That not less than $10,000,000 should be 
spent annually for the War Department and 
like sum for the Navy Department for the pro- 
curement of new flying equipment, constructed 
by the civilian industry. The orders should be 
based on a continuing program. 

20. That there be established a separate and 
all-inclusive budget for each of the air serv- 
ices, the allocation of the appropriations to be 
by law. 

21. That a five-year program of construction, 
education, training, appropriation, and commer- 
cial encouragement should be formulated and 
carried out. 

22. That the Air Services of both the Army 
and the Navy should at once be adequately 
represented on the General Staff of the Army 
and the General Board of the Navy by members 
who will firmly support the full and complete 
use of Army and Navy aviation for the defense 
of the country. 

23. That there be established a single de- 
partment of national defense, headed by a 
civilian secretary, specially charged with the co- 
ordination of the defenses of the country.

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REID REPORT 


The committee, as a whole, recommends a de 
partment of national defense, and points out 
glaring defects in the present system, or lack 
of system, to indicate the need of a complete 
reorganization of our national defense. In this 
I fully concur. 

The committee, however, does not present to 


Congress an outline of how this proposed depart. 
ment should be organized, and I believe that 
this committee, having gone into the question 
very thoroughly and being in possession of al] 
the facts necessary upon which to present an 
outline, should have done so. 

I believe that there should be included in this 
report for the guidance of Congress statements 
of authorities on how the air forces should be 
organized. 


Pending the establishment of a department of 
national defense, I believe that the only alterna. 


tive to give aviation its rightful place in the 
national defense system would be the establish. 
ment of a unified air service, and how a uni- 
fied air service would function is shown by the 
record. 

From the testimony it would appear that 


with a unified air service the defense system 
would be organized as follows: War, Navy, Air, 
with an officer at the head of each department; 
or they could be all combined under one secre 
tary of defense, with undersecretaries for War, 
Navy, and Air. 

The present naval aeronautics (including Ma. 
rine Corps aeronautics), the Army Air Service, 
and the Post Office Air Service would be handed 
over for administration, supply, promotion, 
etc., to the secretary for air. The Post Office 
planes would be operated by civilian pilots, or 
by Army and Navy pilots after leaving the mili- 
tary services. Air service for purposes of other 
departments of the Government would be fur. 
nished when required by the air secretary from 
the military or civilian personnel under his ad- 
ministration. 

At the start a certain portion of the com- 
bined force would be handed back to the Navy 
for air work witb the fleet only and such coast- 
defense work as now allotted to the Navy until 
such time as it may be eventually turned over 
to the Army, or to the air force. This per- 
sonnel would be under the absolute command 
of the Navy and would constitute its air 
service. 

A certain portion would also be handed over 
to the Army for its purposes, such as observa- 
tion, as needed by the Army. This would be 
the Army’s air service. 

There would be the third military air com- 
ponent, the air force—of bombardment, attack, 
and pursuit aviation, and airships for special 
strategic missions, either in connection with 
ground troops, the fleet, or independent of them. 


THE AIR COLLEGE 


On the acknowledgment of the importance of 
air power herein made, it follows that there is 
warranted proper preparation and training for 
the air to the same relative extent. 

It is obvious, then, that men should be 
trained for the air as for the Army and Navy, 
and we have West Point for the Army and 
Annapolis for the Navy, and there should be 
established an air academy on a relative par 
with these two institutions. 

From this air academy the students would go 
to the Army or to the Navy for their services, to 
the air force, into civil branches of Government 
flying, or to private life. 

SUPPLY AND SUNDRY 


The unified air service would have a central 
system of supply. The Army, Navy, Post 
Office, and other air services and the air force 
would draw on the central organization. The 
special needs of each branch would be served 
through the technical cooperation of the 
branches centered in an engineering branch of 
the unified air service. 

Air promotion would be always within the 
unified air service and under its control and 
would not be dependent upon vacancies in the 
line of the Navy and the various branches of 
the Army as at present. 


FREE SPEECH 

That officers are embarrassed in testifying 
before congressional committees for fear of dis- 
ciplinary measures, unfavorable consideration, 
or loss of opportunity for advancement, or other 
unfavorable action, was the subject of affirma- 
tive testimony which was not refuted by other 
evidence. One is inclined to believe that there 
does exist at least a feeling of embarrassment, 
particularly among junior officers, in giving tes- 
timony, and this condition should not be per- 
mitted to continue. 


UNITY OF COMMAND 


“Unity of command” is one of the major 
points of the whole air controversy and about 
which there is a decided difference of opinion 
as to just what it is. It must be admitted that 
“unity of command is a prime requisite.” 

The adherents of the unified air service want 
unity of command for the air services in peace 
and of all other services in time of emergency, 
while the Army wants unity of command for the 
Army, including its Air Service, and the Navy 
wants unity of command for its fleet, stations, 
Marine Corps, and its Bureau of Aeronautics. 

Other testimony is offered to the effect that 
“there is no unity of counsel among them; there 
is no unity of thought. Each is working on & 
separate basis without any thought for the 
thing as a whole,” and the prophecy is made 
that “‘there will never be complete understand- 
ing” between the unified air service and the 
Navy were the unified air service proposal 
enacted into law. 

The arguments of the unified air service for 
unified command, according to the “paramount 
interest,”” are supported by the anticipation of 
the Joint Army and Navy Board that there 
would be interchange in the employment of 
Army, Navy, and Marine aircraft in their use 
under one command, whether Army or Navy. 
(Policy of Joint Board, pp. 1651-1652.) 

One is forced to believe that unified national 
defense effort is obtained only by the unified air 
service proposal, with the Army, Navy, and 
air under one secretary of defense.

Some Christmas Days in the Old Army 


N THE celebration of the Christmas holidays during the present year at the 

various Army posts but few realize perhaps the severe hardships portions of 
our Regular Army had to undergo in Indian campaigns just after the end of 
the Civil War, and up to as late as 1890. Frequently Christmas time in the 
oid Army represented forced marches in the field with scanty rations, in 
blizzards with the thermometer below zero, and severe battles against Indians 
in superior numbers, by troops exhausted by hardships. On some occasions in 
pursuing Indians, in deep snow and zero weather troops were not even allowed 
to make a fire, for fear it might betray their presence to the Indians, whom 
it was hoped to surprise. 

One of the worst and saddest of the Christmas time battles with the Red- 
skins was near the isolated post of Ft. Phil Kearney, Dakota, Dec. 21, 1866, 
three days before Christmas. The little garrison, consisting of Companies A, 
C, E, and H, 27th Inf., and Troop C, 2nd Cav., were preparing for a happy 
Christmas, and on Dec. 21 a wood train was sent out from the fort, under 
escort, to gather a goodly amount of fuel and some greens. A large force of 
Indians, unknown to the garrison, and numbering some 3,000, were in the 
vicinity of the fort, and attacked the wood train at Pino Creek, several miles 
from the fort. : 


Despite a vigorous defense, not a man of the 80 officers and men comprising 
the party was left alive to tell the story of the fight, everyone of the party 
being killed in the battle and their bodies most horribly mutilated. Troops 
from the garrison, hearing the firing, went out to assist, but it was too late. 


THE LAST OF THE BIG FIGHTS 


Other Christmas time fights with the Indians include the following: 


A detachment of Troop C, 4th Cav., in the field on Christmas Eve, Dec. 24, 
1866, had a fight with the Indians at Mud Creek, near Ft. Clark, Tex. 


Company C of the 31st Inf. was kept busy on the day before Christmas and 
also on Christmas Day in 1866, in a fight with the Indians at Ft. Buford, Dak. 

The day after Christmas, Dec. 26, 1866, a detachment of Troop F, ist Cav., 
had a vigorous fight at Owyhee Creek, Idaho. 


A detachment of Troop K of the 9th Cav., were kept busy the day after 
Christmas in 1867 near Ft. Lancaster, Tex., in a fight with the Indians. 


The last of the big fights against hostile Indians that occurred during the 
Christmas holidays was in South Dakota in 1890, and under great hardship was 
the series of engagements fought. A brief summary will be of interest. 


Company D, 22d Inf., U.S.A., on duty at Ft. Lincoln, N. Dak., received 
orders on the night of Dec. 15, 1890, to proceed at daylight to the upper Cannon 
Ball River to look out for the Indians who had broken away from the Pine 
Ridge Agency after the killing of Sitting Bull. The company was in command 
of Lt. John Green Ballance, 22nd Inf., with Lt. Treadwell Moore, 22nd Inf., 
attached. The company left the post at 6:30 a. m. and marched to the Chanta 
Peta Creek, distance 24 miles. Dec. 17 it marched to the north fork of the 
Cannon Ball River, distance 30 miles. Dec. 18 it marched up the Cannon Ball 
River, 26 miles, to Taylor’s ranch. On Dec. 22 it marched down the Cannon 
Ball, 8 miles, and established camp. 


On the evening of Dec. 23 news was received that a company of soldiers were 
surrounded by Indians in the Cave Hill, and at 7:45 p. m., Dec. 23, the company 
started out to their assistance, making a forced march of 63 miles to New 
England City, which was reached at 1 a. m. on Christmas Day, making the 
march in 29 hours and 15 minutes. It left New England City the same day 
for the Cave Hills, but learned about four miles out that the command (Captain 
Fountain’s and Lieutenant Ord’s) was safe. The march was continued, how- 
ever, in the direction of the Hills to north fork of Grand River, distance 5 miles. 


The company after that marched over 175 miles before it reached its camp. 


During all of this marching the thermometer was frequently below zero. 
This was one of the most memorable marches in the history of the Army. 


On Dec. 24, 1890, a battalion of the 9th Cavalry under Col. Guy V. Henry 
Went into the field to intercept a band of Indians who had escaped from the 
tmmand of General Sumner. The battalion made a night march with their 
pack trains and covered 50 miles in the winter snow—a pleasant way to spend 
hristmas Eve, and the thoughts of many a weary one on the cold night’s 
march fled to the ones at home. The battalion marched to Harney Springs and 
‘ighted the Indians on Christmas Day, with the aid of glasses, six miles away. 
hen the Indians discovered the troops they took down their tepees to come in 
and surrender. 

The scouts said the Indians were much surprised to see on Christmas Day 
Toops within six miles of them. A night march of 50 miles was too quick for 
tem.

The several subsequent notable fights during the Christmas holidays were 
as follows: On Dec. 28, 1890, Troops A, B, I, and K, 7th Cav., with a detach- 
ment of Battery E, 1st Art., fought the action near Porcupine Creek. The 
next day, Dec. 29, was the fight at Pine Ridge Agency in which the 2nd Inf. 
participated. On the same day the battle of Wounded Knee Creek occurred, 
in which Troops A, B, C, D, E, G, I, and K of the 7th Cav., and Battery E, 
1st Art., and some Indian Scouts took part. 


On Dec. 30 there were two battles with the Indians. The one near Pine 
Ridge Agency was participated in by Troops D, E, I, and K, 9th Cav. The 
second fight was at Drexel, the Catholic Mission near White Clay Creek, S. Dak. 
This was participated in by Troops A, B, C, D, E, G, I, and K, 7th Cav., D, K, 
I, and K, 9th Cav., Battery E, 1st Art., and Indian Scouts, 


The 7th Cavalry, U.S.A., had just reached its camp after repulsing the 
attack by a large band of Indians under Chief Two Strike, near Pine Ridge, 
S. Dak., Dec. 30, 1890, when a courier arrived with word that the Catholic 
mission on Clay Creek had been set on fire, and the teachers and pupils were 
being massacred. In 20 minutes the weary and hungry and almost exhausted 
Cavalry, who had scarcely rested for four days, were once more in the saddle. 
The Indians, under command of Little Wound and Two Strike, were found, to 
the number of 1,800, about a mile beyond the mission. The 7th formed a line 
and began the fighting, which was participated in by only 300 or 400 Indians 
at a time, while the great mass kept concealed. Col. James W. Forsyth, in 
ae ie suspected an ambush, and did not let them draw him into dangerous 
ground. 


Col. Guy V. Henry, of the 9th Cavalry, started one hour later than Colonel 
Forsyth, and owing to the exhaustion of his horses with campaign work, had 
to travel very slowly. The Seventh became surrounded by the Redskins, but 
just as the circle was ready to charge, the Ninth broke in upon the rear of the 
hostiles, and they very quickly fled. The weary soldiers slowly then retreated, 
reaching the Pine Ridge Agency at dark. The Infantry had been ordered out, 
but were stopped by the sight of the head of the Column of Cavalry marching in. 


It is interesting to note that among the surviving officers of the Wounded 
Knee fight there is Gen. E. A. Garlington, who was wounded, and he resides in 
Washington, D. C. Col. Harry L. Hawthorne, who was also wounded, resides 
in Los Angeles, Calif. Both of these officers were lieutenants at the time of 
the fight. Other survivors are Brig. Gen. T. A. Baldwin, Caloosa Springs, Ga.; 
Gen. E. S. Godfrey, Cookstown, N. J.; Gen. Hugh L. Scott, Princeton, N. J.; 
Col. John C. Gresham, San Francisco, Calif.; Col. George H. Cameron, Fishers: 
Island, N. Y., and Col. Henry J. Slocum, Washington, D. C.

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THE FINANCIAL DIGEST| 


BY RAYMOND V. SYKES 

EVERAL months ago this column was devoted to a discussion of new 

construction as one of the factors determining the degree of prosperity 
ruling throughout the country. The subject is of such importance that refer. 
ence is again made to it. When a new building project is undertaken liquid 
capital is transferred into fixed assets and becomes a permanent item of 
national wealth. 

The construction of buildings calls not only for the materials consumed 
and the labor necessary to place them, but it also means business for the 
railroads, wide and varied manufacturing industries, and, of course, the em. 
ployment of labor in all of these. Furthermore, each new building calls for 
furnishings of all kinds, which further promotes general business activity, 
When construction progresses on the scale that has obtained over the last 
several years, the result is full employment and broad purchasing power, and 
the condition is known as “prosperity.” It follows, then, that when the peak 
of the building boom has been passed and construction begins to decline in 
volume, employment and consumption will slacken, and general business activity 
slow down. It is essential, therefore, that close watch be kept on the con- 
struction situation by investors. 

The Labor Department has completed recently a comprehensive survey of 
building conditions. This goes only to the end of 1924, however. Excluding 
the above-normal building of 1925, the department finds that the construction 
in the country as a whole had, by the large amount of construction in recent 
years, made up for the slump of the war years. It adds that there are many 
cities where this is not true and where more than the normal amount of build- 
ing construction will still be needed before the supply is equal to the demand. 

The department goes on to say: “In 1916, however, there was an excess of 
building operation over population of 10 points in the index number. In 
1917, the year of our entrance into the World War, there was a restriction 
in building, with construction 43 points below the population demand of that 
year alone. In 1918, building construction was but a trifle over a third of 
the construction of 1914 and 72 points below the demands of the population of 
that year. In 1919, 1920, and 1921 construction was still below the normal 
construction needs for the year, as indicated by population. In the year 1922, 
however, there was a building boom, with construction far in excess of the 
normal need for that year alone, and the boom swelled in volume in 1923 and 
in 1924.” 

The speculative boom in Florida was responsible in a large measure for 
the high rate of activity in 1925, measured as a whole. Elsewhere throughout 
the country it is believed the peak of the building boom generally is past. 
How long the Florida boom will continue, of course, cannot be said. Bankers 
and others who are close observers are beginning to feel somewhat nervous over 
the outlook there and have issued mild warnings. A sharp and sudden decline 








in construction is not looked for, however, and 1926 will, no doubt, see the 
continuation of new building in large volume, but it can safely be predicted 
the total will not exceed that of 1925.

Bills in Congress 


The foilowing military and naval bills were 
pending in Congress from Dec. 11 to 17, in- 
clusive: 

S. J. Res. 12.—Appointing a joint committee 
to investigate the cause or causes of the 
wreck of the Navy dirigible Shenandoah. 

S. J. Res. 25.—Authorizing the Secretary of 
War to receive for instruction at the United 
States Military Academy at West Point, two 
Siamese subjects, to be designated hereafter by 
the Government of Siam. 

S. 85.—To correct the status of certain com- 
missioned officers of the Navy appointed thereto 
pursuant to the provisions of the act of Con- 
gress approved June 4, 1920. 

S. 476.—To provide for the temporary detail 
of commissioned officers and enlisted men of 
the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps, and for 
other purposes. 

S. 656.—To establish a Department of Na- 
tional Defense, and for other purposes. 

S. 863.—Providing that the act approved Dec. 
17, 1919, entitled ‘“‘An act to provide for the 
payment of six months’ pay to the widow, chil- 
dren, or other designated dependent relatives of 
any officer or enlisted man of the Regular Army 
whose death results from wounds or disease not 
the result of his own misconduct,” shall be 
executed and administered as though it had 
been passed and approved Oct. 6, 1917.

S. 1144.—Authorizing the Secretary of War 
to acquire a tract of land for use as a landing 
field at the air intermediate depot, near the city 
of Little Rock, in the State of Arkansas. 

S. 1145.--For increasing the efficiency of 
Army bands. 

S. 1363.—Providing for the men who served 
with the A.E.F. in Europe as engineer field 
clerks the status of Army field clerk and field 
clerk, Q.M.C., of the United States Army, when 
honorably discharged. 

S. 1473.—Granting permission to certain offi- 
cers and men of the military forces of the 
United States to accept various decorations 
bestowed in recognition of services to the allied 
cause.

H. R. 3820.—To autherize a hearing for cer- 
tain former officers of the Army discharged 
therefrom without honor. 

H. R. 3936.—To repeal the laws authorizing 
the purchase of uniforms, accouterments, and 
equipment from the Government at cost. 

H. R. 3952.—Authorizing the Secretary of the 
Navy to receive for instruction at the United 
States Naval Academy at Annapolis Mr. Gus- 
tavo Tegera Guevara, a citizen of Venezuela. 

H. R. 3994.—To authorize the admission to 
naval hospitals of dependents of officers and 
enlisted men of the naval service in need of 
hospital care. 

H. R. 4066.—To equalize the pay of retired 
officers of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, and Public 
Health Service. 

H. R. 4084.—To create a Department of Air, 
defining the powers and duties of the Secretary 
thereof, providing for the organization, disposi- 
tion, and administration of a United States 
Air Force, and providing for the development 
of civil and commercial aviation, the regula- 
tion of air navigation, and for other purposes. 

H. R. 4801.—Regulating the pay of Reserve 
and National Guard officers when called to 
active duty. 

H. R. 4802.—Authorizing all retired enlisted 
men who were on active duty status during 
the period of the War with Germany and who 
did not serve as commissioned officers to be 
returned to the retired list and to receive the 
full pay and allowances of the grade they held 
during the war. 

H. 4805.—Authorizing the use for per- 
manent construction at military posts of the 
proceeds from the sale of surplus War Depart- 
ment real property, and authorizing the sale of 
certain military reservations, and for other 
purposes. f 

H. R. 5016.—To.preseribe the age qualifi- 
cations fer appointment as midshipmen in the 
Naval Academy at Annapolis, Md. 

H. R. 5590.—To adjust pay and allowances 
of certain officers of the United States Navy.

WOULD TRAIN FLYERS 

Lt. Col. Harold E. Hartney, Air Serv- 
ice, O.R.C., and vice-president of the Gen- 
eral Airways System, forwarded an offer 


this week to Secretary of War Davis to 
give 3.328 pilots in the Army Air Service 
an opportunity to fly one hour each week, 
with insurance against death or injury. 

The offer, made in a letter by Lt. Col. 
Hartney, proposes establishment of 150 
training centers and construction of 450 
airplanes for practice purposes. 

The plan would take the training of Re- 


serve officers almost entirely out of the 
hands of the Government, whose equip- 
ment, Hartney declared, is unsafe. His 


plan would call for $5,000,000 a year for 
five years as compared with the $28,000,- 
000 annually, which budget officers at the 
Mitchell court-martial said was necessary 
for Reserve flyers’ training. 

Secretary of War Davis declined to 
make any comment on the letter, and no 
officers at the War Department would give 
any opinion.

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Admiral Fletcher On Aviation 


(Continued from first page) 


afford them an opportunity to practice flying. 


In recognition of the same prin- 


ciple regardinng sea service, it was recommended that junior officers in aviation 
who are deficient in sea service should be given full opportunity to qualify in 


line duties at sea before being examined for promotion. 


The purpose of this 


is to protect the future of the aviator as well as to avoid a recurrence of the 


present situation. 


The special insignia for aviation is to be retained. Under naval law a medal 
of honor may be given for heroism in time of peace, but no such provision is 


made for the Army. 


The board recommended that for the Army there be 


instituted a special aviation medal and ribbon for extraordinary heroism in 


either peace or war. 


It was felt there would be some discrimination between 


the two services if a similar recommendation was not also made for a naval 


aviation medal. 


The recommendation in regard to increasing the number of enlisted pilots 


had much to do with the shortage of officer personnel. 


Unless more of the en- 


listed force are employed in aviation there will have to be an act of Congress 
increasing the number of graduates at Annapolis. 

The report of the board gives assurance that there is nothing essentially 
wrong with naval aviation, but rather that concessions are required to more 


harmoniously inco&porate the new arm into the naval organization. 


To this 


end, I commend to the service the closing sentences of Chairman Morrow’s 


report: 


“We have reached a unanimous conclusion because we have approached our 


task in a spirit of mutual accommodation and understanding. 


The same spirit 


may prove helpful both to those who are charged with the grave responsibility 
of directing aircraft policies in national defense and to those who encounter the 


hazards of actual operations in the air.”

their views. If any officer feels that way it is 
because he has not been informed of the policy 
of the department, and he could have obtained 
the information by making the slightest inquiry. 
The report then quoted an order issued by the 
predecessor of Mr. Weeks, in 1920 on the sub- 
ject, and also his own instructions to General 
Patrick. 

“In spite of and in the face of these instruc- 
tions, which were well known to General 
officers were placing themselves in jeopardy by 
expressing freely and fully their personal opin- 
ions regarding necessary development of the 
Air Service. If General Mitchell counseled 
officers not to give testimony, as he has stated 
under oath he did, he not only went counter to 
the policy of the department, but he contra- 
vened my _ explicit instructions to General 
Patrick, which General Patrick assures me he 
transmitted to General Mitchell. 

In his testimony General Mitchell has not 
only attacked the Navy Department and the 
active officers in that department, but his own 
department and the officers who are now largely 


responsible for its administrative policies. 
These latter officers are among those distin- 
guished men who conducted operations on the 


other side, which 
to American arms 


resulted in everlasting glory 
and to the winning of the 
war. No more unconscionable attack could 
have been made than the one that these offi- 
cers are in any way impeding the progress of 
the Air Service or that they are not insistent 
on its development to the highest efficiency. 
The report of the Lassiter board would indicate 
the certainty of this conclusion. 

“In addition to these matters General Mit- 
chell’s whole course has been so lawless, so 
contrary to the building up of an efficient or- 
ganization, so lacking in reasonable team work, 
so indicative of a personal desire for publicity 
at the expense of every one with whom he is 
associated that his actions render him unfit for 
a high administrative position such as he now 
occupies. I write this with great regret be- 
cause he is a gallant officer with an excellent 
war record, but his record since the war has 
been such that he has forfeited the good opinion 
of those who are familiar with the facts and 
who desire to promote the best interests of 
national defense. 

“‘We have not reached the goal recommended 
by the Lassiter Board, because of lack of suffi- 
cient appropriations to do so. 

“If we had spent large amounts of money in 
1922, 1923 and 1924, it would have been in the 
construction of machines which would not come 
up to the standard of the machines which have 
now been evolved. As we have determined 
definite types, we should now, however, go on 
with a larger construction policy. 

“All this was well known to General Mitchell, 
and, indeed, if there has been any failure to 
expend the appropriations for the Air Service 
in the most economical and efficient manner, the 
responsibility for such failure rests almost en- 
tirely on General Patrick as chief and General 
Mitchell as assistant chief of the Air Service, 
as in the expenditure of money appropriated 
for that service the recommendations of the 
chief of Air Service have been approved. 

“I think I ought to add that in my judgment 
the organization of the Air Service as_pro- 
vided in War Department plans and policies, 
drawn in accordance with the provisions of the 
national defense act, is sound.’’ 

After the letter was read General Nolan was 
turned over to the defense for cross-examina- 
tion. He was asked if General Mitchell was 
not reappointed because he had testified on avia- 
tion controversies before congressional commit- 
tees, and General Nolan said he thought the 
letter adequately explained why the reappoint- 
ment had not been made. He denied that he 
himself prepared the letter and explained that 
Secretary Weeks had dictated the letter per- 
sonally. The General Staff had nothing to do 
with it, he added. General Nolan, like General 
Drum, was a perfectly self-contained witness, 
and all the efforts of Mr. Reid to upset him 
failed.
